Springs continued In a state of flux 
today with residents of the area re­ 
ceiving little comfort from a letter 
sent to Representative Francis W or­ 
ley In regard to a recent meeting 
between a York Springs committee 
and Dr Francis B Haas, state sup­ 
erintendent of Public Instruction at 
Harrisburg. 
The letter, sent by Doctor Haas 
following the meeting states: 
“You will recall th a t at the con­ 
ference which I had with you and 
members of the York Springs board, 
I told you that I would be glad to 
review the situation and give my 
opinion. This I have done and the 
situation as I understand it, is as 
follows; 
"The number of pupils in the arca 
served by the York Springs high 
school docs not justify a full com -1 
plement of teachers required to of­ 
fer a complete secondary school pro­ 
gram. 
Can’t Order Reorganisation 
The possibility of enlarging the 
attendance area appears to be very 
remote. I am advised th a t this ques­ 
tion was discussed fully at a meet­ 
ing of the superintendents of Adams, 
York and Cumberland counties with 
representatives of the York Springs 
board and members of our staff, 
“This departm ent lacks authority 
to require a reorganization of a t­ 
tendance areas which 
m ight in­

Another critical show-down be­ 
tween Russia and the western allies 
Is presaged by Moscow's refusal of 
the American invitation to join an 
11-nation conference on August 19 
to discuss a Japanese peace treaty. 
Russia charges th at the United 
States acted in a unilateral m an­ 
ner, and says th at prelim inary work 
on the Japanese treaty should be 
done by the Council of Foreign M in­ 
isters. That is to say, the Soviet 
union wants to follow the same pro­ 
cedure as that which resulted in the 
disastrous failure of the Big Four to 
frame a German treaty because of 
disagreements between Russia on the 
one side and America. B ritain and 
France on the other. 
W hat W ashington proposed re­ 
garding the Japanese 
treaty was 
that the work be done by a veto- 
free parley of eleven interested n a­ 
tions. to be held in W ashington or 
San Francisco. Decisions would be 
made by a tw o-thirds vote, with or 
without agreem ent by 
the great 
powers—a procedure which would 
be a far-reach from the European 
big four meetings where a veto bv 
one power scuttled the ship. Finally 
there would be a general peace con­ 
ference of all forty-eight nations 
which were at war with Japan. 
AH Share Interest 
The eleven nations which America 
proposed should draft the treaty all 
have a special Interest in it. They arc 
the United States. Britain. China, 
Russia, France, Canada, the Neth­ 
erlands.
